Thus tho only persous who could convict 
these men were Scott aud Dunlap iu prison, 
and they would testify only in cnse tbo 
bonds wore not returned. Tbo amount of 
tbe returned securities is not known, but it 
is unexpectedly Inrge. This atory IK accepted 
by the best-informed persons in Northamp- 
ton.
